In an 
acre this means that the cost will 
be from 2c to 5r. 

The rate of spreading the bait is 
\recommended -at 10 lbs. per acre. In 
other words, apply just as. thinly and 
evenly as possible. If applied thinly, 
livestock and. other animals. cannot 
eat-it-andif-applied-evenly, the hop- 


pers do not have to travel more than. 


12.to 18‘inches-to-find-a‘flake-of. per- 
fumed, sweetened, salted_and: poison- 
ed bran, Old pails are ordinarily used: 
for carrying the bait for spreading. 

Sod meadows: and wild land sod 
are the favorite’ breeding places for 
grasshoppers. : The ‘time’ to’ poison ‘is, 
before the hoppers develop wings and 
move away from their breeding pla- 
ces, * 

Bait should not be spréad on oudy 
cool days. The ideal time is on a 
bright hot day’ when the grasshoppers 
are moving and feeding, possibly be- 
tween. mid- -morning.- and. mid4after- 
noon.:
